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PATIENT INVENTOR DEMONSTRATES 
‘ELECTRIC EYE’ GOLF TEE HERE 



First Public Showing Is Held 
In the Recreation 
Building 


Marines and sailors wit- 
nessed the premier public 
demonstration last Saturday 
of a “Magic Eye” mechanical 
golf tee in the Rec’ Hall by 
its inventor, Bart A. Hoge- 
berg, Ylc, a patient in Ward 
48. 

The device, which automatically 
tees up another golf ball when the 
first ball is hit, allows golfers to 
continue smacking “the little white 
pills” on practice fairways without 
bending over to tee up or resulting 
in the loss of any golf tees. It is 
expected to revolutionize and 
greatly increase the golf driving 
range business after the war. In- 
ventor Hogeberg developed the 
machine, which operates on the 
electric eye principle after 3 Mi 
years of experimenting at a cost of 
$4800.00. Its future is said to be 
unlimited, as Hogeberg plans to 
open scores of golf driving ranges 
equipped with “Magic Eye” teeing 
machines in addition to leasing 
them to returning war veterans 
who wish to operate their own 
driving ranges throughout the 
country. 

Inventor a Seattle Golfer 

Bart Hogeberg, a well known Se- 
attle golfer who shoots consistently 
in the 7G’s, is a member of the 
Sand Point Golf and Country Club 
and starred with the low scoring 
Navy golf team that won the Se- 
attle Servicemen’s golf champion- 
ship last year. 

Hesitating to set an established 
value on his automatic golf tees, 
Hogeberg revealed, however, that 
he recently refused an offer of 
$20,000 for a fifth interest. 

Better Golf with New Tee 

Golfers’ dislike for the constant 
stooping required to tee up a ball, 
caused Hogeberg to develop the 
automatic tee apparatus. He also 
constructed it with the theory that 
continuous repetition in hitting the 
ball without interruption would 


materially improve the golfer’s 
stance, grip and swing. Demands 
for his product will increase, he 
claims, this Spring when synthetic 
rubber golf balls will make their 
debut. Golf driving ranges will then 
have the opportunity to rent entire 
batteries of the “Magic Eye” golf 
tee machines. 


Onlookers were astonished in the 
Recreation Hall last week as Bart 
Hogeberg, Ylc, demonstrated his 
automatic golf tee that, stationed 
underground, will tee up another 
golf ball as soon as the first one is 
hit, by means of the electric eye.

Remember that Naval authorities 
plan neither cutbacks in production or war equipment nor any large 
scale reduction in personnel. 

Let’s hang tough ’til the job is finished to insure an “Early Peace.” 


FROM YOUR SKIPPER 


Contributing to the war effort has broad and varied appli- 
cations. When a Nation is at war every individual citizen who 
serves his country is a contributor to the war effort. It is never 
fair to make comparisons as to who is contributing the most. The 
man or woman in the continental United States can be just as 
effective in bringing success to our fighting forces as the fight- 
ing forces themselves on the high seas, in the air or on the 
battlefield ashore. If it were not for the man and woman behind 
the lines, as we may well regard continental United States or 
the supportive area on islands in the oceans, the man in combat 
would not be able to fight the enemy. Whatever the assigned 
job may be for an individual, he or she must realize that therein 
lies his or her duty and that those who direct the war as a whole 
regard the duty assigned as essential to the accomplishment of 
war measures. 

No matter how seemingly menial one's job may be, were it 
not for the fulfillment of the position occupied the sum total of 
the war effort would be handicapped. In a military hospital 
thousands of miles removed from combat zones, there is a mis- 
sion for every individual assigned to duty in that hospital which 
definitely contributes to the war effort. The hospital corpsman 
or Wave in the laboratory or in the ward can well feel that he 
and she are performing very important duties to his or her 
country. The duty must be performed with meticulous attention 
to detail in the care of patients just as the man with his rifle, 
machine gun or airplane must keep it clean and ready to be 
used when required. 

Sometimes it may seem a bit drab to be nursing the sick 
and wounded of war in the wards or assigned to a cleaning 
detail or . working at a laboratory bench but human life is 
dependent on the thoroughness and conscientiousness with 
which that duty is performed. If one does not get the satis- 
faction out of doing the job well, a more selfish approach to a 
recognition of one's obligations would be in the assumption that 
the tables might be turned and the one who is performing the 
ministrations of healing could easily be the victim of sickness or 
injury. Obviously anyone who is a casualty of war or ill from 
natural causes likes to feel he has a right to sense a conscious- 
ness that being cared for is a most serious obligation. Satis- 
faction of service to one's country should not be found in the so- 
called regarded glories of the battlefields but rather in the 
self satisfaction of doing a job to the best of one's ability.

3 Point Landing 

In aeronautics one essential test 
of a good pilot is his ability to 
make a perfect three-point land- 
ing.

“How much 
anxiety you would have saved 
yourself on that trip had you 
known your pilot.” Yes, that makes 
all the difference in the world in 
this journey of life. Do you know 
the Pilot? Is your life committed 
unreservedly to Him?
